ABSTRACT 

A captive screw for securing a lever to a panel has a screw captivated on a 
ferrule and spring extending between the screw head and the ferrule. The ferrule is 
press fit into the lever. A collar is formed on the screw shank under the ferrule to limit 
penetration of the screw threads into the panel, so that the lever "floats" on the spring.
